It will be remembered by the reader 
that not long since, a Committee was 
appuinted by Monumental Engine Com- 
pany, No.6, aid Exempt PireCumpany, 
to arrange fur the eréction of a mounr 
‘mént to, the, memory of George H. 
Hossefross, late Chief Engineer and 
Superintendent of. street&, and an offi- 
cer of both the.companiesmamed. This 
Committee. consisted of John. L. Dur- 
kee, A, P. Hotaling, B. R. Nisbet and 
Juhn Gray, on behalf of the Monu- 
mentals, and John Short, James H.

two companies farther subscribed the 
sum of $3,000 to defray the cust of the 
monument) 

The Committee named, . advertised 


for plans for the monument, have 


just adepted the one designed by S. C. 
Bugbee, architect, at whose office in 
Montgomery block, may be seen a 
drawing and model of the same. The 
structure will have a base of Folsom 
granite, 9 feet squere-and 3 feet high, 
the remainder to consist of four pieces 
of marble, as follows: A die 4 by 6} 
feet on the sides, and 5 feet 4 inches 
high, with moulded base ; base of 
obelisk 24 ft. square ; height of obelisk 


19} feet, measuring 3 feet 10 inches at

Artillery firing 
lasted for an bour, when all became quiet at 
that point. The engagement between the 6th 
corps and the enemy for the possession of the 
railroad, en Wednesday, was quite severe ; 
particularly in front of the 2d division, com- 
manded by Gen. Wheaton, only a short dis 
tance of the railroad bad been destroyed, 
when the vy were attacked by a heavy 
force of the enemy under Gen. Anderson. 
supported by Wilcox’s division. Capt. Beatty

ing column whieh had been deployed in line 
of battle was still pressing down wpon the left, 
and the interval between the right of the 6th 
and leftof the 2d was gradually growing great.

hen Miles’ brigade of Barlow's division 
which was in reserve eame on at double quick 
and one regiment was sent forwarl t 
the woods to check the enemy's advance, #:.
